‘A. This Argument {o far as it concerns Tradition 


before the Time of Cirist, 15 indeed in the Nature of . 


a Dilemma, but the Dilemma is deiective becanie ist 
fuppofes that God had no other ways of ioitructing 
his People, butoniy by Scriprure and Oral Tradit- 
of, and tha: if the former is wanting the other mast 
neceflarily {upply irs Piace. Whereas on the contra. 
ry, it is certain that God made ule of immediate Re- 
velation very freaquentty in chote Times. For Tradi- 
tion, he found, though atcendced then with moft ad- 
vantageous Circumitances, efpecially the Longevicy 
of the Patriarchs, was not able to convey even the 
Principles of natural Religion without béing mixed 
with innumerable Errors and Corruptions ; fo that 
Idolatry foon prevailed,-and God was conftrained, 
even while the Pa:riarch Sem was living, to make 
new and iinmediate Revelations 10 Avrizbam in or- 
der to prevent the otal Corrupuon of his Name 
and Wosftup upon Earth, The remaining Part ot the 
Argument wili figeity noching if ir can be proved by 
pofitive Arguments {rom Scripture (which, Papilts ac- 
knowiedg 10 be of Divine Auchoriry) that the 
Scripture contains in it ‘elf all Things neceflary to 
Salvation... Bur this isa Topick fo fully and com- 
monly inGfted on by Protcianr Divines, that the 
Querift can fearce into any Syftematical Writer 
of Divinity where he will nor meet with it: 30 
that we need not enlarye upon it 

Q. Formerfptte thar ws Emperor of Germany wa 
alfo Kings of the Romans, and the Title by whicn 
be was faluted immediately after bis Elethion wa that 


of King of the Romans; and that of Emperor not 
piven him till be had received the imperial Crown at tle 


Hands of the Pope. Of latter Times ! find the Title of 


King of the Romans given to the Emperer’s Elid: fi 
Son, and the Emperor bimfelf fu''y of ls Tities 
and D gmstiss at the very Time of bis ExeGion without 
any Application to the Pops as formerly. But not bes 
ang fo well verfed in a to find out the Time 
and Caufe of eis Alteration, I mutt defire you to in» 
form me in tt, | 

A. This Alteration was made by Charles the 5th. 
who cunningly projected to get his Brother Ferds- 
nand chofen King of the Romans, in order to af- 
fure the Imperial Dignity to the 4u/?rian Family, 
and e‘pectally that his Brother mighr nor fail of 
fucceeding him vafier his Deceafe. ‘The fame Policy 
wes followed by all his Succeffors ; though, ac the 
frit Propotal of it, ic met with fome Difficulties. For 
tue Duke of Saxony, being a wife and politic Prince, 
aw through the Emperor's Prerences for Altera- 
con, and that the true Defign was no other than to 
make the Empire Hereditary in the Houle of Ax ftria, 
and thereupon openly denied his Suffrage ro the E- 
lection: And when he found thar his Inrereit was 
nor trong enough to hinder the Election, he moved 
to have an Act pats, to prohibic Continuance of the 
Imperial Title in any one Family more than three 
Succeffions : Bur the other Electors were fo devoted 
tothe Emperor that he cou’d not prevail in this nei- 
ther. A. !to leaving them to themfelves, they chofe 
Ferdinand King of the Romans, who was not long 
afer, upon the Refignation of Céarlcs the 5th. crown- 
ed And he. likewile procured his Son 
Maximilian to be chofen King of the Romans, {o 
thar from that Time the Title of King of the Ro- 
mans 13 become the Tile of the Heir apparent of the 
Empire, as that cf C.c/ar was from the Time of a. 
drian in the Empire of the Ancient Romans. King 
of the Romans is now defined to be one who is fo far 
ftated in the Empire, that on the Death, Deprivation, 
or Refignation of the Emperor, he is immediately 
to fucceed. The Caftom of the Emperors going to 
Rome toreceive a Golden Crown at the Hands of 
the Pope has been a long Time difufed, notwithftand- 
ing rharir is one of the Conftitutions of the Golden 
Bull pubiifhed by Charles the qth, But who it was 
that firk broke the Cuftom we cannot readily find. 

©. Apollo, Fer once give me leave to take the Old 
Gentleman's Part in Black, mot that 1 believe him to be 
a lying Old Rafcal, but this % no Reafon, we fhou'd 
charge other Things to bs Aceount, that (in my Opie

in ts Vindication, The Qneftion thu, why, at every turn, 
are Peopl: apt to fay, sd-tavour'd as she Devsl, a mujiy 
whe Devil, rotten @ the Devil, aw rough a the Devil, 
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‘as crabled a the Devil, it flinks like tie Devil, &c. 
when as be w a Spirit, he w incapable of thefe Prcperties. 


But wher i a greater Abufe than all this, all People 
are apt to charge theiv own Crimes to the Devil's Ac- 
count. Nt co Man comes to bis laft Speech and Confeffion, 
but the Devil w at the Buttom of all their Wickednefs, 
poor sunccent Creatures had never been guilty of one 
Offence, had nce the Devil tempted them to it: Methinks 
weu'd look honeftcr at their Exits, frankly to confefi 
their own evil Inclinations, than to take the whole Load 
from their own Shoulders and place st onthe poor De- 


vil’s Back. 


A. Tho’ tacfe Comparifons may be abfard in-their 


own Nature, yet the Intent thereof may be juft, viz, 
ro render the Devil on all Accounts as odious to our 
Apprehenfons as may be, to create a Detcftation in 
us of all his Practices, and to put us upon cur Guard 
againft his Inftigations. As for charging all our Crimes 
to his Account, tho’ we own with you, that it woud 
appear more ingenious to take them upon our felves, 
fince he cannot without our own Confenr, bring us 
into the Guilt of them, yet this good Effect may a- 
rife thence, that it may incline others to avoid them, 
fince it fhews that Wickednels carries fo much Dif- 
grace in ittelf, thatthe work of People are afhamd 


ot it, and therefore wou'd take any Occafion to c 


themfelves from the Imputation of it.
